Controversial  Election 
For  Hospital  Trustees 


results  because  the  hospital  board  had 
failed  to  recognize  proxy  votes  in  the 
election. 

At  Monday's  election,  voters  who  will¬ 
ed  to  do  so  were  permitted  to  turn  their 
votes  over  to  others  for  voting  by  proxy. 

All  members  of  the  hospital  association 
--a  total  of  668  person?--  were  eligible 
to  vote  Monday.  Membership  in  the  asso¬ 
ciation  is  open  to  all  adult  Molokai  resi  - 
dents  upon  payment  of  a  small  lifetime 
fee. 

The  Monday  election  was  of  more  than 
routine  interest  due  to  a  continuing  con¬ 
troversy  over  the  suspension  of  the  hospi¬ 
tal  privileges  of  Dr.  Richard  D.  Zandee 
van  Rilland. 

The  doctor,  who  is  known  more  com  - 
monly  on  M  olokai  as  Dr.  Zandee,  said 
before  the  election  that  he  probably 
would  move  from  the  island  if  voters  did 
not  elect  trustees  favorable  to  his  rein¬ 
statement. 

He  said  that  if  this  happened,  he  also 
intended  to  sue  the  board  of  trustees  for 
damages  because  of  his  suspension. 

Zandee  was  suspended  by  the  board  in 
August  1968,  and  has  not  been  permitted 
to  treat  patients  at  the  hospital  since  then.

He  has  continued  to  maintain  a  small 
practice  in  Kaunakakai. 

The  Molokai  Citizens  Committee,  a 
group  originally  formed  to  work  for  Zan- 
dee's  reinstatement,  supported  seven  can¬ 
didates  in  Monday's  election.  They  were 
Mrs.  Wilma  Grambusch,  Mrs.  Mary 
Rawlins,  Patrick  Kawano,  Benjamin 
Hussey,  All  PungLum,  F.  Karl  Teshima 
and  William  Buchanan. 

Although  these  seven  candidates  were 
considered  generally  favorable  to 
Zandee's  reinstatement,  they  did  not  run 
on  an  uncompromising  platform  that  he 
must  be  reinstated.  The  general  concen¬ 
sus  appeared  to  be  that  they  favored,  at 
the  least,  a  hearing  for  Zandee  before  the 
board  to  determine  if  the  suspension  is 
justified. 

There  also  were  several  other  candi¬ 
dates  who  were  favorable  to  Zandee,  al¬ 
though  they  were  not  officially  endorsed 
by  the  citizens  committee.

The  four  holdover  trustees  are  Robert 
Brown,  chairman  of  the  board,  and  Joe 
Manaba,  Arthur  N a e h  u  and  George 
Tamura. 

Zandee  has  criticized  the  board  because 
it  suspended  his  hospital  privileges  with¬ 
out  holding  a  hearing  at  which  he  could 
be  present. 

Brown,  however,  said  Zandee  never  has 
requested  a  hearing  and  that  the  board  is 
not  required  to  initiate  a  hearing.  Brown 
said  he  felt  sure  the  board  would  be 
"pleased"  to  hold  a  closed  hearing  with 
Zandee  if  the  doctor  would  request  one. 

Zandee  also  said  the  board  never  has 
officially  notified  him  of  the  reasons  for 
his  suspension.  But  Brown  said  the  reasons 
were  specifically  stated  in  a  registered 
letter  to  Zandee.  Brown  said  Zandee 
signed  for  the  letter,  and  that  this  is  offi¬ 
cial  acknowledgement  of  receiving  it. 

The  board  has  declined,  on  ethical 
grounds,  to  publicly  reveal  reasons  for  the 
suspension.  A  member  of  the  citizens 
committee  said  the  suspension  involved 
charges  that  Zandee  left  Molokai  for  a 
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Agriculture  Dept.  Okays  Molokai 
Conservation  Planning  Funds 


The  U.S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture  has 
approved  funds  to  finance  planning  of  a 
comprehensive  conservation  program  for 
Molokai,  Maui  and  Lanai. 

The  plan  for  the  Tri-Isle  Resource  Con¬ 
servation  and  Development  Project  now  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Senate  and  House  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Agriculture  Appropriations. 

If  final  Congressional  approval  is 
received,  the  funds  will  be  available  for 
use  in  identifying  conservation  problems 
and  seeking  remedies.  The  program  would 

part  of  July  1968  without  making  adequate 
provision  for  care  of  his  patients. 

Zandee  said  the  suspension  may  have 
involved  such  a  charge.  He  denied  that 
he  had  ever  left  his  patients  without  ade¬ 
quate  care. 


be  involved  with  proper  land  use,  water 
and  wind  erosion,  flooding,  irrigation 
projects,  pasture  improvement,  and  other 
conservation  problems. 

According  to  U.S.  Rep.  Patsy  T.  Mink 
(Dem-Hawaii),  the  fed eral  planning 
funds  will  total  about  $40,  000.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  larger  amounts  will  be  made 
available  for  projects  developed  by  the 
conservation  plan.
